The drawings are objected to because the button 71 should be illustrated as 
rubber instead of metal. Correction of the hatching in the pertinent figures is 
required. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claims 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims appear to constitute a literal translation of 
the claims of a foreign patent document. Claim 1 fails to clearly state how the switch 
case is adapted to be a base member. The characterized clause at the end of the claim 
1 does not clearly state the arrangement of the switch plate, switch case switch cap and 
switch button. Furthermore it is not clear if the switch plate contact surface is electrically 
conductive. Should the word contacts read as engages? How can the base member of 
claim 2 be adapted to a door? In claim 3, it is not clear what constitutes an operation 
detecting member. What are the electrical/electronic characteristics of the detecting 
member? Claim 4 is indefinite for the same reasons as claim 3. 

Claims 1-4 would be allowed if amended to comply with 35 USC 112.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Spies, Klein et al., Vanden Boom et al, Sueyoshi et al, the two 
WlPO publications, the two Japanese patent documents, the two French patent 
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documents and the sole European patent document constitute prior art cited by 
applicants pertaining to push switches and the like located in handles. Lewison et al 
disclose the use of a push switch with a waterproof housing.
